In the interest of town peace 
and harmony and in the interest 
of better relationship between 
different Village organizations 
with the formal city government. 
Mayor Charles Farrell this week 
announced the formation of a 
weekly or bi-weekly luncheon 
meeting of a few of the city of­ 
ficials with one or two members 
of each major organization for 
the purpose of airing grievances 
and “spouting off steam." 
On the basis that too much dis­ 
cussion goes on in the Village 
that does not reach the ears of 
the mayor, council or city m an­ 
ager. Mayor Farrell has contact­ 
ed presidents of the Chamber of 
Commerce. Retail Merchants as­ 
sociation. Hotel and Apartment 
Owners association. Junior Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, Desert Circus 
and other leading organizations 
in the town for their reactions to 
such regular meetings wherein 
they might forward ideas pre­ 
sented by their individual clubs 
and the mayor has met with en­ 
thusiastic reception to the idea 
in every instance. 
"VERY OFTEN,” Mayor Farrell 
said, “by the time a story reaches 
us of what is needed by the city 
or what we, as the law making 
body of the city should do. it is 
distorted or slanted in such a 
way that we do not get a true 
picture of the reactions of a 
cross-section of ihe village. 
“It would appear that the best 
way to handle this is to sit down 
and discuss such ideas that need 
toJie aired by the leaders of the 
representative groups. In that 
way we can get quicker council 
action where that is necessary," 
he said. 
FORMULATING the plan with 
City Manager Russell Rink the 
officials decided that the lunch­ 
eon meetings would be "Dutch." 
or everyone buy his own meals 
with a possible ehange-around of 
meeting places at each session. 
First will be at the Racquet 
Club immediately after the holi­ 
days, the piayor said. 
TO ASSIST in the program 
Manager Bill Dunkcrley of the 
chamber announced that the re­ 
cent election of officers of that 
organization, in which Harold 
Hicks had been named first vice 
president, automatically made 
Hicks Public Relations vice presi­ 
dent.Duties of this particular job.

Woman's Fate 


For Six Hours 


Will Face Court 


A ga in Next W e ek 


O n Insanity Plea 
Guilty of second degree murdef 
was the verdict of a jury of ten 
women and two men who heard 
the evidence in the long trial of 
Mrs. Sophie Petrillo who shot and 
fatally wounded her husband in 
a local hotel September 19. 
The jury was out six hours de­ 
liberating’ the verdict and unless 
another Jury finds her insane, 
she faces from five years to life 
in state prison. 
MRS. PETRILLO shot her hus­ 
band, -Pete Petrillo, after a night­ 
long quarrel over what she 
termed his attentions to Mrs. 
Alma Prima, divorced wife of 
Louie Prima, band leader. 
He was manager of a Palm 
Springs cafe. 
Mrs. Petrillo collapsed as the 
verdict was brought in and fell 
to the floor with a wild scream. 
SHE HAD APPARENTLY hoped 
for an acquittal and when Clerk 
Ted Noble, reading the verdict, 
reached the word "guilty” she 
collapsed. 
The punishment for second de­ 
gree murder may range from five 
years lo life in the State peniten­ 
tiary but Mrs. Petrillo must still 
stand trial on her plea that she 
was insane when she fired the 
fatal shot. 
If she is found insane the 
guilty verdict will be nullified 
and she will go to an institution. 
Judge Russell S. Waite fixed 
the time for start of the insanity 
trial at 11 a.m. Monday. 
MRS. PETRILLO, who was fre­ 
quently hysterical throughout 
the 12-day trial, pleaded she was 
not conscious of her actions if 
she shot and killed the husband 
whom she loved, feared, and be­ 
lieved unfaithful. She doesn’t re­ 
member the killing, she said. 
She had shouted “liar" at Alma 
Prima when the brunette dancer 
testified her relationship with 
Pete Petrillo was a business rela­ 
tionship.

A look at the budgets of the 
various agencies which are supported by a tax on Palm 
Springs property shows that the increase goes largely 
to three agencies; the City of Palm Springs, the School 
District, and the new Hospital District which appears on 
tax bills for the first time this year. Of the three, Palm 
Springs city accounts for the largest percentage of the 
increase. Riverside county gets a fraction less than last 
year, while the Sanitary and Flood Control districts held 
their budgets to approximately the same. 
It must be remembered that assessments in Riverside 
county were greatly increased so the rates for the agencies 
had to be considerably reduced or the amount they would 
receive on the new assessed valuation would be much 
more. The Palm Springs city government can levy up to 
$1.00 per $100 assessed valuation. Although the levy, as 
we understand it, was only 85 cents this year, the increase 
in assessed valuations resulted in the city getting about 
90 per cent more tax money. 
Just why the city needed additional tax money this year 
should be explained to taxpayers. We can’t blame the 
county government when it is getting less than last 
year—and most people do not object to an increase for 
schools—when increased enrollment is considered. The 
Community hospital could not have been maintained much 
longer by popular subscription—nor should it; so the leYy 
to provide this vital service should be acceptable to the 
majority of taxpayers. 
We suggest that the city tell the taxpayers where 
their money is going. And The Desert Sun will be glad to 
provide whatever space is necessary to publish it. Tax­ 
payers are a lot less inclined to complain if they know 
how their money is being spent.

Is to beat the frost to th e front 
gate by know ing the signs and 
prevent the freezing of the plants 
by 
proper 
protection. 
If 
the 
w eather drops below 50 before 8 
or 9 o'clock at night! and there is 
no w ind, and th e sky is clear of 
clouds, get out your overcoat and 
go to work. 
PREVENTION 
There are three w ays or rebut­ 
ting freeze. 1. Because evapora­ 
tion is faster in th is dry clim ate, 
and th e plants cool m ore quickly, 
sprinkle your flow ers, trees and 
law n after dark, in fact, keeping 
a light sprinkle on 
them 
all 
night w ill prevent frost. This 
sounds silly as anyone would ex ­ 
pect th is treatm en t to invite a 
thick coat of ice to form on the 
plants. But here on the desert 
w here the tem perature seldom 
drops m ore th an a point or two 
below freezing, it prevents a rid ­ 
ity. 2. Pack about 
an inch 
of 
straw around rose hushes, hybis- 
cus. geranium s, an d other tender 
plants, 
and 
cover 
them 
w ith 
new spapers, or b u rlap or m uslin 
stretched on fram es. Sm all plants 
can be covered w ith flow er pots 
w hich will prevent heat ra d ia ­ 
tion. an d potted p lan ts should be 
m oved under th e protection of a 
porch. 3. Borrow a w ind m achine 
or sim ply spend th e night ru n ­ 
ning around the garden fanning 
and breathing hot breath on your 
choice shrubs. 
CURE 
If you were n o t a good prog- 
nosticator or w ere asleep on the 
job and w aken in th e m orning to 
find frost dam age, get out the 
hose an d give a ll th e plants a 
light 
sprinkling. 
Protect 
them 
from th e sun for tw o or three 
days so they can have a slow 
thaw , and you m ay save them . 


REPAIR 
If you didn't get 
there 
early 
enough to effect 
a cure, 
don't 
sta rt threshing around w ith a 
pair of pruners. Accept, patiently, 
the droops, and 
w ait 
for 
new 
shoots to appear. These w ill in ­ 
dicate how far back you should 
prune. 
IMMUNIZATION 
Don’t 
buy 
frost 
susceptible 
plants. Beautiful as they m ay be. 
shun ian tan a, hibiscus, bougain­ 
villea, n astu rtiu m s, 
and other 
render plants, u nless you are 
w illing to nurse them through 
cold 
w eather. 
Plant, 
instead, 
stock, pansies, violas, snapdrag­ 
ons, 
calendulas, 
chrysanthe­ 
mums. pinks, prim ulas, cinerari­ 
as. cam ellias and aucuba (which 
holds up even on th e north side.)

FICTITIOUS 
FIRM NAME? 


1. Ques. W hat is a Fictitious Firm name? 
Ans. Any name which does not completely and 
clearly identify the owner or owners. 


2. Ques. W hy should an individual or partnership do­ 
ing business under a Fictitious Name file and pub­ 
lish a Certificate? 
Ans. 1. The law is specific and mandatory. Busi­ 
ness people, like other persons, should obey the 
law. 2. No Court action of any sort can be main­ 
tained until Certificate is filed and published. 
3. Such filing and publishing contributes to the 
value and protection of a trade name. 


3. Ques. Is the name J. B. Smith C onpany” a fictitious 
name? 
Ans. Yes. Because-the term “company” is ambigu­ 
ous and suggestive of uncertainty. 


4. Ques. How can customer find if he has filed and pub­ 
lished his certificate of business? 
Ans. Simply by checking with the Riverside County 
clerk's office. 


5. Ques. W hat does Section 2468 of the Civil Code mean 
by the wording th at no person or partnership fail­ 
ing to comply “shall maintain any action upon, or 
on account of, any contract or contracts made or 
transactions had,” under such fictitious name in 
any Court of this State? 
Ans. Simply th a t the person or partnership cannot 
sue. 


6. Ques. Does this mean that cash stores are not af­ 
fected? 
Ans. There are many grounds for court actions be­ 
sides the mere collection of past due accounts. 
For instance, a cash grocery m ay wish to sue a 
trucking company for damage to shipments. 


7. Ques. 
In case of a change in ownership, m ust the 
new owner file and publish? 
Ans. Yes. “Every person transacting business in 
this state under a fictitious nam e” m ust file and 
publish. 


8. Ques. In case one partner is succeeded by another, 
m ust a new certificate be filed and published. 
Ans. Yes. Section 2469 of the Civil Code states th at 
“On every change in the members of a partner­ 
ship transacting business in this State under a fic­ 
titious name . . . a new certificate must be filed 
with the County Clerk and a new’ publication 
made.’* 


9. Ques. M ust a corporation file and publish a cer­ 
tificate? 
Ans. Yes, when the corporation as a person owns 
and operates some other business under a fic­ 
titious firm name. In such event it must file and j 
publish, otherwise not. 


10. Ques. Do public authorities demand compliance 
with the fictitious firm law’? 
Ans. 
Yes. 
For instance, the California State De­ 
partm ent of Vocational Standards will not issue a 
license to any contractor or contracting partner­ 
ship who has not filed and published. 


11. Ques. Does the filing and publication of a Trade 
N ame Certificate have value in establishing own­ 
ers’ title in a firm name? 
Ans. Yes the courts have held such registration and 
publication to be a prima facia evidence of name 
ownership where tw o claimants to a name have 
contested ownership.

The ordi­ 
nance w ill apply only to future 
building.
